Calling for Mr. Walter in Ed¬ 
monton’s River Valley Sunday 
would have got you more re¬ 
sponses than you bargained for 
as the city invited his descend¬ 
ants to the John Walter mu¬ 
seum to celebrate his birthday. 

John Walter was an early 
settler to the city and was at 
one point one of the city’s 
wealthiest men. 

A few dozens of his descend¬ 
ants came out to a special lunch 
Sunday to celebrate the man 
who helped shape the city. 

Kathryn Ivany, the city’s ar¬ 
chivist, said a lot of restoration 
work has been done recently at

the John Walter Museum, in¬ 
cluding a restoration of one of 
Walter’s homes. 

“Having just done this, we 
thought it was a good time to 
bring them back,” she said. 

Walter originally came to 
Edmonton to work for the Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Company, but even¬ 
tually set out on his own and 
established several businesses. 


He also helped create the 
community of Walterdale, 
which sat where Kinsmen Park 
is today, but was destroyed in 
the great flood of 1915. Ivany 
said hosting these events helps 
to reinforce his importance to 
Edmonton. 

“It’s good for them to get 
a reminder of how important 
their great, great, grandfather 
and mother were to the de¬ 
velopment of Edmonton,” she 
said. 

John Walter’s grandson, 
also named John Walter, said 
he never got to meet his grand¬ 
father, who died four years be¬ 
fore he was bom in 1924, but 
he understands his importance. 

“All of the family is very 
proud of it,” he said. 

He said the get-together for 
his grandfather’s birthday is a 
great way to bring a very large 
family together. 

“They get spread out and 
you don’t see them very much.”

Mounties say their investiga¬ 
tion into the discoveiy of a 
dead family in a burned-out 
Alberta farmhouse took an 
important step when divers 
recovered evidence last month 
near a provincial park. 

Insp. Tony Hamori wouldn’t 
say what that discoveiy was 
when he announced first-de¬ 
gree murder charges against a 
member of the victims’ family 
and another man, but he 
called the development “veiy 
significant.” 

Gordon Klaus, 61, and his 
daughter Monica Klaus, 40, 
were found in the rubble of a 
bumed-out farmhouse in Cas¬ 
tor last December. 

Gordon’s wife Sandra Klaus, 
62, wasn’t found, but Hamori 
says investigators believe she 
also died in the blaze. 

“The fire was quite intense 
at the time that it happened. 
There was a quantity of coal in 
the basement of the house, and 
we believe that her remains 
were consumed by the fire,” 
Hamori told reporters at a 
news conference on Saturday. 

Jason Klaus, 38, and Joshua 
Gregoiy Frank, 29, each face 
three counts of first-degree 
murder and one count of 
arson. 

RCMP say Klaus is the son 
of Gordon and Sandra Klaus 
and the sister of Monica Klaus. 

Police say autopsies of 
Gordon and Monica Klaus were 
unable to determine a cause 
of death but that a dead dog 
found near the farmhouse had 
been shot. 

Frank, who police describe 
as “an associate” of Klaus, faces 
a further charge of causing 
cruelty to animals.

City looks into funding 
district energy system 


Grant opportunity. 

City would use carbon 
tax revenue to fund 
the project 


The City of Edmonton is 
hoping revenue from the prov¬ 
ince’s carbon tax can be used 
to put a district energy system 
underground in the Quarters. 

Councillors will get an up¬ 
date on the proposal Tuesday, 
which will see the city apply 


for a grant from the province’s 
Climate Change and Emis¬ 
sions Management Fund. The 
fund takes in revenue from a 
carbon tax the province im¬ 
poses on heavy emitters at a 
rate of $15 per tonne of car¬ 
bon-dioxide emissions. 

If the city is successful in its 
application, the funds could be 
used to create a district energy 
system. City spokesperson Jodi 
Tauber said the city has long 
been interested in the idea, 
but they don’t have a lot of 
details on what the project 
would involve. 

“If we pass Phase 1 then 
they will ask us to put in a 
more detailed submission 


later, and by then we will have 
worked out the details,” she 
said. 

Tauber said what the sys¬ 
tem would provide and the ex¬ 
tent of its reach are still being 
considered, but the city has 
wanted to find a way to pilot 
a district energy system for 
some time. 

“It’s long been something 
we’ve been looking at, and 
because there is a grant oppor¬ 
tunity, we’re just looking to 
capitalize,” she said. 

The YMCA’s Melcor Village 
housing complex has all of the 
technology in place for a dis¬ 
trict energy system that would 
include a nearby seniors’ com-

plex and Metis Housing, but 
they are still fine-tuning the 
system. 

Joan Baker, the YMCA’s 
general manager of commun¬ 
ity programs and housing ser¬ 
vices, said it made sense for 
them and they believe it will 
lead to savings down the line.

An army has descended 
upon the Fringe grounds 
surrounding Whyte Av¬ 
enue, but these are troops 
of another sort, recogniz¬ 
able by the green onion 
cakes they’re clutching in 
one hand, and well-studied 
program books in the other. 

By late Sunday, the 
Edmonton International 
Fringe Festival had a first 
weekend of shows under its 
belt, and fringers had found 
their groove and buzz al¬ 
ready starting to build for 
favourite shows in the tick¬ 
et lines and beer tents. 

Mosquitoes have over¬ 
run the city with some of 
the highest trap counts 
the city has seen in years, 
but Fringe staff said people 
were taking it in stride. 

“Even the weather is 
fringed and confused,” 
laughed Fringe program dir¬ 
ector Murray Utas. “But the 
enjoyment factor is so high, 
people aren’t letting bugs 
keep them away.” 

Utas said the daily dis¬ 


count booth, offering up to 
half-off certain shows, and 
programming in the new 
wine tent are both proving 
popular, but he said there’s 
still ways to tweak an al¬ 
ready great festival. 

“I want to create a 
marketplace for all the art¬ 
ists — maybe have them do 
a set in the tents and pro¬ 
mote their shows. And we 
want to bring the festival 


onto Whyte Avenue in a 
bigger way,” he said. “But I 
also need to enjoy the festi¬ 
val I’m in. I can finally start 
seeing shows after today.” 

For B.C. resident Spencer 
Beclcner, people-watching 
on the grass and grabbing 
a chocolate-covered banana 
from a food truck is good 
enough. “I haven’t been to 
a show yet,” he said. “But 
maybe next time.”

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U.S. orders federal 
autopsy of Missouri 
teen shot by police 


‘Extraordinary 

circumstances.’ 

Fatal shooting of an 
unarmed black teen on 
Aug. 9 has prompted 
protests in Ferguson 


U.S. Attorney General Eric Hold¬ 
er on Sunday ordered a federal 
medical examiner to perform 
another autopsy on a black 
Missouri teenager, whose fatal 
shooting by a white police of¬ 
ficer has spurred a week of ran¬ 
corous and sometimes violent 
protest in suburban St. Louis. 

The “extraordinary circum¬ 
stances” surrounding the case 


of 18-year-old Michael Brown, 
and a request by Brown’s 
family members, prompted the 
order, Department of Justice 
spokesman Brian Fallon said in 
a statement. 

“This independent examina¬ 
tion will take place as soon as 
possible,” Fallon said. 

The Justice Department’s 
latest announcement followed 
the first night of a state-imposed 
curfew in Ferguson, which end¬ 
ed with tear gas and seven ar¬ 
rests after police dressed in riot 
gear used armoured vehicles to 
disperse defiant protesters. 

Missouri State Highway 
Patrol Capt. Ron Johnson said 
protesters weren’t the reason 
for the escalated police reaction 
early Sunday morning after the 


midnight curfew took effect, 
but rather a report of people 
who had broken into a restau¬ 
rant and taken to the roof, and 
a man who flashed a handgun 
in the street. Also overnight, 
a man was shot and critically 
wounded in the same area, but 
not by police; authorities were 
searching for the shooter. 

The protests have been go¬ 
ing on since Brown’s death 
heightened racial tensions 
between the predominantly 
black community and mostly 
white Ferguson police depart¬ 
ment, leading to several run-ins 
between police and protesters 
and prompting Missouri’s gov¬ 
ernor to put the Highway Patrol 
in charge of security.

Fears of more infections 
after Ebola clinic looted 


Liberian officials fear Ebola 
could soon spread through the 
capital’s largest slum after resi¬ 
dents raided a quarantine cen¬ 
tre for suspected patients and 
took items including bloody 
sheets and mattresses. 

The violence in the West 
Point slum occurred late Sat¬ 
urday and was led by resi¬ 
dents angry that patients were 
brought to the holding centre 
from other parts of Monrovia, 
said Tolbert Nyenswah, assist¬ 
ant health minister, on Sunday. 

Up to 30 patients were stay¬ 
ing at the centre, and many of 
them fled at the time of the 
raid, said Nyenswah. Once they 
are located, they will be trans¬ 
ferred to the Ebola centre at 
Monrovia’s largest hospital, he 
said. 

West Point residents went 
on a “looting spree,” stealing 
items from the clinic that were 
likely infected, said a senior 
police official, who insisted on 
anonymity because he was not 
authorized to brief the press. 

The residents took medical 



equipment and mattresses and 
sheets that had bloodstains, he 
said. Ebola is spread through 
bodily fluids including blood, 
vomit, feces and sweat. 

“All between the houses 
you could see people fleeing 
with items looted from the pa¬ 
tients,” the official said, adding 
that he now feared “the whole 
of West Point will be infected.” 

Some of the looted items 
were visibly stained with blood, 


vomit and excrement, said Ri¬ 
chard Kieh, who fives in the 
area. The incident creates a 
new challenge for Liberian 
health officials struggling to 
contain the outbreak. 

Liberian police restored 
order to the West Point neigh¬ 
bourhood Sunday. Sitting on 
land between the Montserrado 
River and the Atlantic Ocean, 
West Point is home to at least 
50,000 people, according to a 
2012 survey. 

Though there had been talk 
of putting West Point under 
quarantine should Ebola break 
out there, Nyenswah said no 
such step has been taken. “West 
Point is not yet quarantined as 
is being reported,” he said. 

Ebola has killed 1,145 
people in West Africa, includ¬ 
ing 413 in Liberia, according to 
the World Health Organization. 
Other countries across Africa 
are working to prevent Ebola’s 
spread with travel restrictions, 
suspensions of airline flights, 
public health messages and 
quarantines, the associated press

Ukraine. Army troops 
enter rebel-held territory 


Army troops have penetrated 
deep inside a rebel-controlled 
city in eastern Ukraine in what 
could prove a breakthrough de¬ 
velopment, the Ukrainian gov¬ 
ernment said Sunday. 

Ukraine’s national security 
council said government forces 
captured a district police sta¬ 
tion in Luhanslc on Saturday 
after bitter clashes in the Velilca 
Vergunlca neighbourhood. 

Weeks of fighting have 
taken their toll on Luhanslc, 
which city authorities say has 
reached the verge of a humani¬ 
tarian catastrophe. The siege 
has brought ground deliveiy of 
basic provisions to a halt and 


cut off power and water. 

The area is just across the 
border from where a large Rus¬ 
sian aid convoy is poised to 
cross with supplies intended 
for Luhanslc and other afflicted 
zones. The Red Cross, which 
would have responsibility for 
distributing the aid, said the 
main holdup was a lack of se¬ 
curity guarantees from all sides. 

A large X-ray machine was 
brought to the Russian crossing 
point, and Paul Picard, the head 
of a border-monitoring mission 
from the Organization for Se¬ 
curity and Co-operation, said it 
would be used to inspect cargo.

For more than a year, 
President Bashar Assad’s air 
force rarely targeted territoiy 
controlled by the Islamic State 
group in northern Syria, in¬ 
stead focusing on mainstream 
rebel groups. But government 
jets have begun hitting the ex¬ 
tremists more regularly since 
the jihadis overran much of 
neighbouring northern and 
western Iraq in June. 

Even in that context, the 
intensity of Sunday’s air raids 
appeared unusually high, with 
at least 25 strikes hitting the 
group’s stronghold of Raqqa in 
northeastern Syria, the Britain- 
based Syrian Observatoiy for 
Human Rights said. 

Observatoiy director Rami 
Abdurrahman said 14 of those 
raids targeted a military court 
and other buildings used by the 
group. 

Abdurrahman said at least 
31 Islamic State members were 
killed in Raqqa, and around 40 
wounded. He said there were 


an additional 22 civilian casual¬ 
ties, but he didn’t have an exact 
breakdown of the dead and 
wounded. 

The Local Coordination 
Committees, an activist collect¬ 
ive, also reported the airstrilces 
on Raqqa, but put the death toll 
early in the day at 11. 

Differences in casualty fig¬ 
ures are common in the im¬ 
mediate aftermath of attacks 
in Syria. 

Both activist groups also re¬ 
ported government airstrilces 
on Islamic State-controlled

Palestinians appeared divided 
Sunday as the clock was wind¬ 
ing down on the latest Gaza 
ceasefire, with officials say¬ 
ing Hamas was still opposed 
to a compromise Egyptian 
proposal that would ease the 
closure of the territory, while 
other factions, including dele¬ 
gates representing President 
Mahmoud Abbas, were inclined 
to accept. 

Hamas officials said they 
were holding out in hopes of 
getting more concessions in 
the Egyptian-mediated talks. 
With a temporary truce set to 
expire late Monday, a range of 
outcomes remained possible, 
including a return to fighting 
that has brought great devas¬ 


tation to Gaza, an unofficial 
understanding that falls short 
of a formal negotiated deal or 
yet another extension in nego¬ 
tiations. The negotiations are 
aimed at ending the latest war 
between Israel and Hamas-led 
militants in Gaza. 

Nearly 2,000 Palestinians 
have been killed — mostly civil¬ 
ians — and more than 10,000 
people have been wounded 
since the war began July 8, ac¬ 
cording to United Nations fig¬ 
ures. In Israel, 67 people have 
been killed, all but three of 
them soldiers. 

The indirect talks have 
been going on, through Egyp¬ 
tian mediators, since early last

Bountiful, B.C. Expert 
sees case against 
two men renewing 
debate over ban on 
multiple marriages 


Legal experts say a criminal 
case involving a polygamous 
sect in B.C. will probably re¬ 
ignite a debate over whether 


the ban on multiple marriages 
violates the right to religious 
freedom. 

Winston Blackmore and 
James Oler were each charged 
last week with practising po¬ 
lygamy in a religious commune 
in southeastern B.C. known as 
Bountiful. Blackmore is ac¬ 
cused of 24 marriages, while 
Oler is accused of four. 

In 2011, a B.C. Supreme 
Court judge ruled the ban on

First World War weapon 


Troops in trenches 
sneered at 
Canada’s Ross rifle 

Canadian soldiers in battle 
at the start of the First 
World War a centuiy ago 
were prone to discard their 
Canadian-built Ross rifles 
and pluck a Lee-Enfield 
weapon from the hands of 
dead British allies. 

The Ross was a highly ac¬ 
curate weapon later prized 
by snipers and sportsmen. 
But in the cramped confines 
of the trenches, the longer 
barrel was a problem, its 
weight unwelcome by over¬ 
burdened infantiymen. And 
when fired with its bay¬ 
onet attached, it tended to

shed the bayonet. Troops 
sneered at the rifle as “the 
Canadian club.”

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Ugandan LGBTs live in fear despite 
overturned anti-homosexuality law 


LGBT rights. Even with 
the Anti-Homosexuality 
Act overturned, LGBT 
Ugandans still face 
persecution 


When a Ugandan court 
overturned the countiy’s 
Anti-Homosexuality Act this 
month, rights activists world¬ 
wide claimed a victory. That 
didn’t include gay Ugandans, 
who fled persecution to live in 
a refugee camp in neighbour¬ 
ing Kenya. 

“The reaction shocked 
me. I went there. I thought it 
would be a celebration, but... 
nothing,” said Brizan Ogollan, 
founder of an aid organization 
that works in Kenya’s Kakuma 
refugee camp. “They knew at 
an international level and at 
the diplomatic level, the deci¬ 
sion is going to have impact, 
but at the local level, it won’t, 
really. You can overrule the 


law, but you can’t overrule 
the mind.” 

Of the 155,000 refugees at 
Kakuma camp, 35 are regis¬ 
tered with the UN as lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender 
(LGBT) Ugandans who fled 
because of the countiy’s Anti- 
Homosexuality Act, which be¬ 
came law in Februaiy. 

The now-overturned law 
called for life jail sentences for 
those convicted of gay sex and 
criminalized vague offences 
like “attempted homosexual¬ 
ity” and “promoting homo¬ 
sexuality” in a countiy where 
being gay has long been il¬ 
legal. 

Since the law was first pro¬ 
posed in 2009, public opinion 
in Uganda has grown increas¬ 
ingly anti-gay, said Geoffrey 
Ogwaro, a co-ordinator for the 
Civil Society Coalition for Hu¬ 
man Rights and constitutional 
Law, which is based in Ugan¬ 
da’s capital, Kampala. 

Many gay Ugandans have 
lived in constant fear of arrest. 
Some were imprisoned. Land¬ 


lords evicted tenants. One 
man tried to run over his gay 
son with a car, Ogwaro said. 

“Unfortunately, the law’s 
nullification has actually 
polarized society more,” he 
said. 

Members of parliament 
started petitions to resur¬ 
rect the legislation, although 
President Yoweri Museveni re¬ 
portedly requested parliamen¬ 
tarians to reconsider. 

Three years ago, when a 
26-year-old gay Ugandan man 
was caught with another man, 
his stepfather threatened to 
report him to authorities and 
he fled to Nairobi. 

“I thought, ‘No one loves 
you in your family,”’ said the 
man, who insisted on ano¬ 
nymity out of fear for his 
safety. 

Neela Ghoshal of the Ken¬ 
yan police said there are few 
places for them to live freely 
and safely. “They’re basically 
set up for a lot of bad options 
in life,” he said.

Homed 
German man with 100 
piercings denied entry 


A heavily tattooed German 
man whose face is embel¬ 
lished with horn implants 
and more than 100 piercings 
said Sunday he was refused 
entry to Dubai without rea¬ 
son, forcing him to skip a 
planned appearance at a 
nightclub. 

His look may have been 
a step too far for the Gulf’s 
most liberal city, where a 
carefully cultivated reputa¬ 
tion for tolerance and cut¬ 
ting-edge cosmopolitanism 
occasionally clashes with the 
region’s conservative Islamic 
values. 

Rolf Buchholz, 55, was 
travelling to the Middle East¬ 
ern commercial hub for the 
first time last week to appear 
at a circus-themed venue that 
woos partygoers with over- 
the-top attractions such as 
sword swallowers and bur¬ 
lesque dancers. 

He said immigration 
agents initially stamped his 
passport and let him through, 
but that he was stopped again 
before he was able to exit cus¬ 
toms. He soon found himself 
in a room with other depor¬ 
tees. 

The club said in an 
emailed statement that air¬ 



port authorities cited secur¬ 
ity reasons in denying him 
entry. Buchholz said airport 
workers told him officials 
were concerned he could be 
a practitioner of black magic, 
though authorities did not 
say so directly. 

“I never got an official 
answer,” he said. “They are 
friendly but nobody answers 
your questions.” 

Airport and immigration 
officials referred questions to 
the police, who could not be 
reached for comment. 

Buchholz later tweeted 
that he would never return to 
Dubai after being ordered to 
leave, but later said he would 
if the government assured 
him he would be allowed in.

Presidential 
hopeful laid to rest 

Thousands in Brazil gath¬ 
ered Sunday to say goodbye 
to a presidential candidate 
who was killed in a plane 
crash less than two months 
before elections. 

People lined up for 
hours to approach the 
casket of Eduardo Campos 
at the governor’s palace 
in the northeastern city 
of Recife, his hometown. 
Some at the Sunday funeral 
sobbed and held flags of 
the Brazilian Socialist 
Party, mourning the loss 
of the candidate who also 
served twice as governor of 
the state of Pernambuco. 

Campos and six others 
were killed Wednesday 
when their plane crashed 
in a residential neighbour¬ 
hood in the city of Santos. 

Antonio Campos, his 
brother, said the countiy 
needed to be united after 
his death. 

“I would repeat Eduar¬ 
do’s words: ‘Don’t give up 
on Brazil.’ Love Brazil, try 
what’s needed to improve 
the countiy by voting, par¬ 
ticipating or do anything 
you can,” he said. 

Campos’ running mate, 
Marina Silva, has been 
chosen to run in his place.

Autistic and an entrepreneur 


A growing movement to find 
work for autistic people is 
helping some start their own 
businesses. 

Work requiring an atten¬ 
tion to detail and with repeti¬ 
tive tasks is ideal for an autis¬ 
tic person who wants to start 
a business, says Gregg Ireland, 
co-founder of Extraordin¬ 
ary Ventures, a Chapel Hill, 
N.C.-based organization that 
creates jobs for the autistic. 
Ireland’s son Vinnie, who is 
autistic, has a business doing 
yard work and landscaping. 

There are many miscon¬ 
ceptions about the autistic. 
Some people believe they are 
violent, not intelligent and

One in 68 people have some form of autism, 
according to government figures in the U.S. 

that they either don’t want to 
work or can’t work hard, says 
Michael Rosen, an executive 
vice-president with Autism 
Speaks, a research and advo¬ 
cacy organization. 

People with the mildest 
forms of autism are able to at¬ 
tend mainstream schools, in¬ 
cluding college. Many do well 
at jobs that focus on details. 


They may struggle in jobs that 
require them to have contin¬ 
ual contact with co-workers 
or the public. 

Advocacy groups are look¬ 
ing for ways to create busi¬ 
ness opportunities for autistic 
people. The Southwest Aut¬ 
ism Research and Resource 
Center, based in Phoenix, 
helps autistic people start 
home-based food businesses. 
And Autism Speaks has held 
town hall meetings to intro¬ 
duce autistic people to the 
idea of starting companies. 
The organization has offices 
in Los Angeles, New York and 
Princeton, N.J.

Does your pension 
plan work for you?

Few Canadians know what’s 
going on in their personal 
RRSPs, let alone the ins and 
outs of their workplace plans. 
In fact, the 2012 BMO Wealth 
Institute report on workplace 
pensions found that 51 per 
cent of Canadians had no idea 
what kind of features they 
wanted in a pension plan. 

Time to wise up! At the veiy 
least you should know what 
kind of pension you have. 
Here are the four predominant 
workplace plans: 

1. Defined Benefit Plan 

A shrinking number of lucky 
Canadians have a DBP. From 
1991, the percentage of Can¬ 
adian workers covered by DBPs 
has dropped from 41 per cent 
to roughly 30 per cent today. 

DBPs pay a guaranteed 
retirement income based on 
earnings and years of service. 
However, they are not without 
risk, as the employees of Nor¬ 
tel Networks and Eaton’s know 
all too well. 

2 . Defined Contribution Plan 

These plans combine contri¬ 
butions from the employee 
and the employer. While only 
17 per cent of workplace pen¬ 
sions are DCPs, the number 
has doubled in the last 20 years 
and is expected to triple in the 
next 10, making them the 
dominant type of workplace 
pension. 

With DCPs, employers 
aren’t responsible for the pay¬ 
out. Instead, the quality of the 
investments and the manage¬ 
ment will dictate returns.

3. Group RRSP 

These are actually savings 
vehicles just the same as indi¬ 
vidual RRSPs. One advantage 
is that the money is accessible 
before or after retirement. Of 
course, income tax may be 
levied on the withdrawals. 
DC plans, on the other hand, 
are completely or partially in¬ 
accessible until retirement. 

4. Pooled Registered 
Pension Plan 

Created in 2012, these are 
employer-sponsored but con¬ 
tributions by your boss aren’t 
mandatoiy. PRPPs are also 
available to the self-employed 
who have always been shut 
out of workplace pension 
plans. Once an employer of¬ 
fers a PRPP, employees are 
automatically registered with 


the option to opt out within 
60 days. 


Remember, all plans, except 
DBPs, require your participa¬ 
tion. Making appropriate in¬ 
vestment choices at the start 
can mean the difference be¬ 
tween cat food and caviar dur¬ 
ing retirement.

It did occur to me, however, that 
it would be very easy for councillors to put a 
box on their blog page or one on their city hall 
page that showed their voting patterns. It 
would be just as easy for the city to do that for 
itself.

One of the major problems with the city’s website is the num¬ 
ber of PDFs it contains. Information contained inside a PDF is not 
searchable and unless the proper meta tags are in place, you may 
not even find the PDF. 

It’s good fun to have a 311 app and one for identifying weeds. 
But it would seem to me that the city should make all informa¬ 
tion about the functioning of the city readily accessible to anyone 
who wants to examine it.

Bringing Diana Gabaldon’s

“Outlander is a very big story. The very intricate 
plot fits together like the pieces of a watch. You 
start pulling things out and the whole thing isn’t 
going to work. Consequently a two-hour movie can¬ 
not be made and reflect the integrity of the work.” 

Outlander author Diana Gabaldon on why she didn’t want her books squeezed into a 
standard movie length. 


Long time coming. 
Writer always worried 
about her work getting 
screen treatment, until 
she met the producer 
of Battlestar Galactica 




Diana Gabaldon is notori¬ 
ously protective of her 
work. Her website asks ama¬ 
teur writers to refrain from 
producing any fan fiction 
based on her characters and 
it has taken decades for her 
to OK a screen adaptation of 
her best known novels, the 
eight-part Outlander series. 

The former academic- 
turned-bestselling-author 
writes thick books that 
Entertainment Weekly 
describes as containing a 
“time-hopping, continent- 
spanning salmagundi of 
genres.” 

Since the publication of 
the first Outlander book 
in 1991, rumours of a 
film franchise have flitted 
about, with big names like 
Liam Neeson and Sean Con¬ 
nery attached. 

The mix of romance, 
time travel and adventure 
sounds tailor-made for the 
screen, but Gabaldon want¬ 
ed to make sure the story 
was told properly. 

“Outlander is a very big 
story,” she says. 

“The very intricate plot 
fits together like the pieces 
of a watch. You start pulling 
things out and the whole 
thing isn’t going to work. 
Consequently a two-hour 
movie cannot be made and 
reflect the integrity of the 
work.” 

Enter Battlestar Galac¬ 
tica producer Ronald D. 
Moore who says he “read 


the book and was quite 
taken by it. It’s a page- 
turner in the truest sense of 
the word. I really liked the 
central character of Claire 
because she was intelligent 


and strong; very capable 
and interesting.” 

He saw Outlander not 
as a movie, but a television 
series. 

“There were surprises

along the way, reversals of 
fortune I didn’t see com¬ 
ing,” he says, “which I 
thought would be really 
great for a television series. 
I got it. We’d do one season 
a book and there’s seven 
more books in the series.” 

His take on the material 
won Gabaldon over. “I told 
Ron when I saw the pi¬ 
lot script, ‘This is the first 
thing I’ve seen based on 
my work that didn’t either 
make me turn white or 
burst into flame.’” 

The show, which pre¬ 
mieres Aug. 24 on Show¬ 
case, stars Irish model/ 
actress Caitriona Balfe as 
Claire Randall, a married 
Second World War combat 
nurse mysteriously trans¬ 
ported back in time to 18th- 
century Scotland. 

“We’re trying to keep the 
show grounded through¬ 
out,” says Moore. 

“You want to really be¬ 
lieve that both those places 
exist. I’m a strong believer 
in the idea that if you’re 
going to take the audience 
on a fantastical journey, the 
more believable you make 
it, the better. 

“That way the audience 
will go with you when 
something crazy, like time 
travel, happens.” 

Gabaldon gives the show 
her stamp of approval, say¬ 
ing, “I feel very fortunate to 
be able to share with them 
in this production.”

The biggest challenge for 
new savers is balancing sav¬ 
ing with all the other stuff 
competing for your attention. 
How are you ever going to 
find extra money for retire¬ 
ment savings? 

Perhaps you’re just not 
looking in the right place. 

1 . Cook at home. It’s so easy 
to pick up the phone or run 
through the drive-thru at the 
end of a killer day. But eat¬ 
ing out costs about 10 times 
as much as cooking at home.

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Money 101. Two couples, one year to make them richer 


Continuing to slay the debt monster 

Since January, I have coached two Canadian couples toward drastic financial improvement. To date, each couple has raised 
their net worth by more than $25,000. Now, as we close in on the final months of their 2014 money makeovers, these 
Metro Money Couples are celebrating their progress while learning techniques to crush their debts. - Lesley-Anne Scorgie 




Anne-Marie and Peter 


Carolina and Jose 


Anne-Marie and Peter cracked 
$100,000 in net worth this 
month thanks to strong in¬ 
vestment performance and 
significant payments towards 
debt. 

To celebrate their incred¬ 
ible financial progress, Anne- 
Marie and Peter have booked 
a trip that was on sale to Ire¬ 
land and used their Westjet 
dollars, which cost $1,100 for 
themselves and their baby. In 
true frugal fashion, they plan 
to stay for free with friends 
and maintain a strict travel 
budget while on holidays later 
this year. 

Thanks to Anne-Marie’s 
larger-than-expected employ¬ 
er “top-up” for her parental 
leave, the couple’s celebratory 
trip does not derail their plans 
to be nearly debt-free by the 
year’s end. They are on track 
to owing $3,500 by December, 
which is a $12,000 difference 
from the beginning of 2014. 

In the middle of July, Anne- 
Marie and Peter established a 
registered education savings 
plan (RESP) for their little girl 
and have begun contributing 
$50 per month into a low-fee, 
growth-oriented mutual fund. 
This investment strategy will 
take advantage of the long¬ 
term potential for growth in 
the large-cap Canadian equity 
market. 

The couple also evaluated 
their existing investment

New homeowners Carolina 
and Jose spent last month 
working through their post¬ 
move budget using their fa¬ 
vourite online budgeting tem¬ 
plate.

• Monthly rent has become a 
mortgage payment; 

• Property taxes, home insur¬ 
ance and condominium fees 
have been added, and; 

• They have increased their 
savings account contributions. 

Carolina and Jose have cal¬ 
culated that once their month¬ 
ly expenses are paid, they will 
have approximately $350 left. 

Given that the couple is 
earning more than they are 
spending for the first time 
in their marriage, I recom¬ 
mended they follow the two- 
third, one-third rule.

Wild salmon spends most 
of its life in the open ocean 
and has very low levels of pol¬ 
lutants and toxins. 

You can either bake or bar¬ 
becue your fish. 

The rule of thumb for 
all fish is to measure at the 
thickest part and cook 10 
minutes per inch at 425 F. 
You will also know when the 
fish flakes easily with a fork 
and is no longer opaque. Sal¬ 
mon is always tastiest when 


slightly undercooked rather 
than overcooked. 

Feel free to substitute 
peach jam for apricot if you’d 
like.

The jump from high school to 
university is huge and I was 
not ready for the steep learning 
curve. I don’t think that I was 
mature enough to handle the 
pressure of looking after my¬ 
self, getting to class, and main¬ 
taining my grades.

rather move to the big city 
of Toronto. Of course mov¬ 
ing to Toronto meant having 
to find a job. This, combined 
with the fact that I couldn’t 
imagine myself doing any 
particular job for more than 
a couple years, meant I just 
didn’t feel ready to take the 
leap into post-secondary edu¬ 
cation at that time. 

What were the challenges 
or advantages?

Tackled In the final, 
but heads held high 


Best finish. At their 
first appearance in a 
women's World Cup 
final, Canadians fall to 
England 21-9 in Paris 


You could almost hear the 
sigh of relief from her Eng¬ 
lish teammates as Emily 
Scarratt broke through one 
tackle, evaded another and 
touched down in the corner 
of Canada’s end zone. 

After having to fight for 
every inch against a resili¬ 
ent Canadian team, England 
needed a stellar solo effort 
from its star centre to ce¬ 
ment a 21-9 win over Canada 
in the women’s rugby World 
Cup final. 

Scarratt scored 16 points 
on Sunday, including 10 
straight to close the gold- 
medal game, as England 
won its second World Cup, 
20 years after its first. 

After England dominat¬ 
ed in the first half, Canada 
closed to within two points 
on a Magali Harvey penalty 
halfway through the second. 
But Scarratt kicked a penal¬ 
ty of her own a minute later, 
then capped the scoring 
with a try six minutes from 
the end of regulation. 

“We had a couple of op¬ 
portunities to score tries 
that could have made a dif¬ 
ference, but because we 
didn’t then they were full 
of confidence and more 
physical and fresher than 
us,” Canada coach Francois 
Ratier said. 

“When you have two op¬ 
portunities and you don’t 



score, then it’s almost im¬ 
possible. It’s not a question 
of passion or heart. It’s just 
a question of in the final 
of any sport, if you don’t 
score when you have the op¬ 
portunities, then the other 
team will take them.” 

Scarratt received the ball 
from a lineout and ran past 
Mandy Marchalc, fended off 
fullback Julianne Zussman 
and ran the ball in to give 
England some much-needed 
breathing room. She kicked 
a conversion to cap a spec¬ 
tacular tournament for the 
England centre. 

“It’s just a missed tackle,” 


Ratier said. “We tried to 
tackle high but (Scarratt) has 
a really strong upper body. 
We should have gone lower 
but that’s the way it is.” 

Harvey had all of Can¬ 
ada’s points on three penal¬ 
ties and finished the tourna¬ 
ment with 61 points, second 
only to Scarratt’s 70. 

It was Canada’s first ap¬ 
pearance in the World Cup 
final. Its previous best fin¬ 
ish was fourth, which it 
did in three consecutive 
tournaments from 1998 to 
2006. England, meanwhile, 
ended 16 years of heart¬ 
ache by finally winning it
